Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  compliance  with  Sub-section  14,  Article  18,  of  the  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  of  March,  1880,  I present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1901. 

The  health  throughout  the  district  has  been  good,  especially  in  the  case  of  Bingley. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  infectious  disease,  except  it  may  be  in  the  case  of  Diphtheria, 
of  which  21  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  year.  An  analysis  of  these  cases  is  as  follows,  viz  : — 
twenty  cases  occurred  in  Bingley,  one  of  which  was  in  Harden ; one  case  occurred  in  Wilsden.  Of  these 
twenty  cases,  eleven  were  treated  at  home,  of  whom  four  died ; nine  were  sent  to  Hospital,  of  whom  one 
died— the  case  being  notified  as  Diphtheria  complicating  Scarletina.  The  single  case  occurring  in  Wilsden 
died  at  home 

With  regard  to  the  special  localities  in  which  these  cases  occurred,  I find  one,  two  and  three  some- 
times in  the  same  house,  several  members  of  one  family  contracting  the  disease. 

The  several  cases  of  Scarletina  which  have  occurred  have  been  distributed  throughout  the  year,  and 
only  reach  the  total  of  31,  as  compared  with  142  last  year.

The  following  points  of  interest  may  be  gathered  from  the  foregoing  Tables,  viz : — The  total  number  of 
Births  has  increased  by  4.  Bingley  has  increased  by  22,  whilst  Wilsden  has  decreased  by  18. 

A comparison  of  the  death  returns  with  those  of  last  year  shows  a decrease  in  Bingley  of  43,  while 
"Wilsden  returns  are  the  same.  That  is  to  say,  that  in  Bingley  there  has  been  an  increased  birth  rate, 
and  decreased  death  rate.  Whilst  in  Wilsden  the  birth  rate  has  decreased  and  the  death  rate  remained 
stationary. 

In  several  instances  I have  placed  under  Phthisis  deaths  which  were,  without  doubt,  cases  of 
Pneumonia  occurring  in  people  suffering  from  Phthisis.  The  returns  from  diseases  of  the  lungs  remain 
proportionally  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  cases  of  Heart  Disease  show  an  increase. 

Only  three  deaths  have  occurred  from  Influenza,  as  compared  with  thirteen  in  1900. 

I beg  to  point  out  the  comparatively  large  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  in  its  varied  forms,  although 
I find  that  in  1899  there  were  twenty-five,  as  compared  with  eighteen  of  this  year  and  ten  of  1900. 

The  notification  of  Infectious  Diseases,  total  71,  shows  a marked  decrease  as  compared  with  that  of 
1889  and  1900,  in  which  the  total  was  179  and  196  respectively. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  has  been  notified  during  the  year. 

There  were  84  cases  sent  for  Isolation,  of  which  number  two  died  at  Morton  Hospital,  one  being 
notified  as  Diphtheria  complicating  Scarletina,  and  the  other  Enteric  Fever. 

Of  the  37  cases  which  were  treated  at  home,  I find  the  large  number  of  ten  deaths,  proving  beyond 
doubt  the  efficacy  of  sending  Infectious  cases,  as  early  as  possible,  for  Hospital  treatment.  This  fact  is 
beginning  to  be  recognised  in  the  district.

Annual  Report  of  the 
Building  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 

FROM  JANUARY  1st,  1901,  TO  DECEMBER  31st,  1901. 

To  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Bingley. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Works  executed  under 
your  authority  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1901. 

BUILDING  PLANS,  NEW  BUILDINGS,  AND  DRAINAGE. 

50  Building  Plans  have  been  approved  of,  and  3 disapproved  of;  1,675  visits  to  buildings  and  drainage 
in  course  of  construction  have  been  made;  21  dwelling-houses,  4 villas,  additions  and  amendments  to 
several  dwelling-houses,  bakehouse  and  confectioner’s  shop,  &c.,  and  several  other  buildings  have  been 
constructed;  about  15  dwelling-houses,  3 villas,  and  several  other  buildings  are  in  course  of  construction 
within  your  district. 


ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES. 

13  complaints  have  been  received,  210  houses  and  premises  inspected,  21  formal  notices  and  58 
preliminary  served.  12  formal  and  62  preliminary  notices  have  been  complied  with.  (The  latter  number 
includes  outstanding  notices  of  1900.) 

NUISANCES  DEALT  WITH. 

211  house  drains  have  been  repaired  and  trapped,  180  waste  pipes  disconnected,  11  privies  and  ashpits 
re-constructed,  two  new  privies  and  ashpits  provided,  31  new  water  closets  erected,  of  these  12  are  flushed 
with  water  from  mains.  11  privy  middens  have  been  altered  to  tippler  closets,  and  dry  ashpits,  and 
flushed  with  slopwater.  11  water  closets,  15  slop-water  closets,  and  6 privy  middens  have  been  provided 
in  connection  with  new  buildings. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  15  registered  slaughter-houses.  293  visits  have  been  made  ; and  the  bye-laws  relating  to 
cleansing,  removal  of  blood,  garbage,  &c.,  as  far  as  practicable,  have  been  strictly  enforced. 

UNSOUND  MEAT. 

During  the  year  one  carcase,  that  of  a pork  pig,  was  seized  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES,  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

There  are  123  registered.  349  visits  have  been  made  to  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  purveyors’  premises. 
During  the  past  year  improvements,  under  notice  of  advice,  have  taken  place  in  five  instances. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  three  persons  engaged  in  offensive  trades;  two  are  tripe  boilers,  and  the  third  one  is  a 
fellmonger.  24  visits  have  been  made. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Seven  inspections  have  been  made,  and  one  notice  served. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Twelve  observations  have  been  made. 


CANAL  BOATS. 


34  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal,  which  in  your  district  is  about  two-and- 
a-half  miles  in  length.  58  Boats,  having  on  board  118  men,  have  been  inspected.  In  23  cases  women 
were  on  board.  Of  these,  18  were  the  wives  of  captains,  and  the  remaining  five,  wives  of  the  men.  In 
nine  cases  children  were  on  board,  numbering  in  all  14.  Of  these  11  were  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
3 over;  the  latter  were  reported  to  the  School  Board  officer.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  or  over- 
crowding was  found  on  board,  and  the  boats  were  in  a satisfactory  condition,  both  as  to  repairs  and 
cleanliness,  with  one  exception,  which  has  since,  however,  been  remedied. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

During  the  past  year  53  infectious  cases  have  been  notified  to  me ; 53  visits  have  been  made  to 
houses  in  which  infectious  diseases  have  occured,  and  50  houses  have  been  disinfected.  Each  case  was 
reported  to  the  School  Board  officer. 

There  were  28  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, — 27  in  Bingley,  and  1 at  Mickletliwaite.  Of  these,  22  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Sanitary  Hospital,  and  6 cases  were  treated  at  their  homes.  2 deaths  occurred  at  home. 

Of  Typhoid  Fever  there  have  been  5 cases, — of  these  4 were  at  Bingley,  and  1 at  Crossflatts.  Three 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanitary  Hospital,  and  2 cases  isolated  at  their  homes.  1 death  occurred  at  home. 

There  were  20  cases  of  Diphtheria, — 19  in  Bingley,  and  1 at  Harden.  Ten  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Sanitary  Hospital,  where  1 death  occurred;  and  10  cases  were  treated  at  their  homes  where  4 deaths 
occurred. 

In  the  Wilsden  and  Cullingworth  Wards  there  were  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  2 cases  were  removed 
to  the  Sanitary  Hospital,  and  1 case  treated  at  home,  where  death  occurred.  Of  Typhoid  Fever,  1 
case  occurred,  this  was  treated  at  home.  And  1 case  of  Diphtheria,  this  was  treated  at  home,  and 
death  occurred. 


VISITS  TO  OUTLYING  PARTS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

39  visits  to  Cottingley,  67  to  Crossflatts  and  Mickletliwaite,  29  to  Cullingworth,  26  to  Eldwick,  1 to 
Faweather,  46  to  Harden,  1 to  Thwaites,  and  24  to  Wilsden  have  been  made. 

NIGHTSOIL,  DRY  ASHES,  AND  RUBBISH  REMOVA^L. 

There  have  been  4,177  loads  removed  at  Bingley;  323  at  Crossflatts  and  Micklethwaite ; 102  at 
Eldwick;  250  at  Harden;  366  at  Cottingley;  1,044  at  Wilsden;  and  1,046  at  Cullingworth;  making  a 
total  of  7,308  loads.
